JUNCTION IN ITALY LIKELY 


FTER 125 DAYS of nerve-wracking , 


inactivity, troops of the Anzio beach- 
head have gone over to the attack. The 
main blow appears to have been struck 
on the eastern side of the beachhead, Le., 
in the direction of the key-junction of 
Cisterna. Here American troops are re- 


ported now in control of a mile-long sec- 


tion of the Appian Way and to have cut 
the coastal railway which roughly fol- 
lows the Appian Way. Thus the southern 
flank of the German troops on the main 
front has been deprived of direct com- 
munications with Rome and all Kessel- 
ring can do is shuttle them back and 
forth along a 20-mile length of railroad 
and road.

The Japanese, seeing that their position 
in North Burma is growing more pre- 
carious by the day, are attempting di- 
versionary attacks along the Indian bor- 
der. However, the monsoon rains are on, 
and no large scale fighting will be pos- 
sible for months (this DOES NOT MEAN 
that all operations will stop, and there is 
little doubt that the resourceful and 
energetic General Stilwell will find a way 
to clear the right-of-way for the Ledo 
Road in spite of the rains) so that the 
danger of a large scale Japanese incur- 
sion into Assam, for instance, seems to 
have completely passed. 

On the Central Front of China, things 
look incomp: better. It begins to 
look as if the Jax 


struck back hard and have not only re- 
captured a large section (about 50 miles) 
of the Peiping-Hankow railroad, but are 
pushing back the menacing southern claw 
of the pincers the Japanese were forging 
around Loyang. All in all the Chinese are 
counterattacking the enemy in seven sec- 
tors and the Japanese Kaifeng-Loyang- 
Yencheng salient is being whittled down 
from all sides. An eventual complete fail - 
ure of the Japanese Honan campaign is 
by no means ruled out. The impetus of 
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the enemy appears to ha ve petered out. 
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
